WASHINGTON — The 
House of Representatives late 
Wednesday impeached Presi- 
dent Donald Trump for abuse 
of power and obstruction of 
Congress, making him the 
third president in history to be 
charged with committing high 
crimes and misdemeanors and 
face removal by the Senate. 

On a day of constitutional 
consequence and partisan 
tension, the votes on the two 
articles of impeachment fell 
largely along party lines, after 
aseries of bitter speeches that 
stretched all day and into the 
evening, reflecting the polar- 
ization gripping U.S. politics in 
the Trump era. 

All but two Democrats sup- 
ported the article on abuse of 
power, which accused Trump 
of corruptly using the levers of 
government to solicit election 
assistance from Ukraine in the 
form of investigations to dis- 
credit his Democratic political 
rivals. Republicans were unit- 
ed in opposition. It passed 
230-197, with Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi gaveling the vote toa 
close from the House rostrum. 

On the second charge, 
obstruction of Congress, a 
third Democrat joined Repub- 
licans in opposition. The vote

was 229-198. 

The impeachment votes set 
the stage for a historic trial in 
the Senate, which will have 
final say on whether to acquit 
the 45th president or convict 
and remove him from office. 
The timing was uncertain, after 
Pelosi suggested after the votes 
that she may wait to send the 
articles to the Senate, holding 
them out as leverage in a nego- 
tiation on the terms of a trial. 

The Senate is widely expect- 
ed to acquit Trump, because 
conviction and removal would 
require 67 votes in a chamber 
where Democrats and their

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State’s House members 
voted along party lines 
on Trump impeachment

For only the third time in 
U.S. history, the House of 
Representatives impeached 
the president of the United 
States. Wednesday’s votes fell 
almost entirely along party 
lines for two articles of im- 
peachment against President 
Donald Trump, both related to 
his effort to pressure Ukraine 
into investigating a Democrat- 
ic political rival. 

Washington’s 10-member 
House delegation split along 
party lines, with the seven 
Democrats voting to impeach 
and the three Republicans 
opposing impeachment.

country to interfere in our 
elections. His behavior has 
jeopardized the integrity of our 
elections, put our national 
security at risk and placed his 
personal interests above those 
of the American people and 
our allies. His obstruction has 
prevented the House from 
conducting its constitutional 
duties of oversight of the exec- 
utive branch.” 

Rep. Rick Larsen, D-Ever- 
ett: “Based on [the House 
impeachment report], on pre- 
vious statements and on prece- 
dent, I will be voting in favor of 
both articles. As a member 
of Congress, it is my duty to 
defend the Constitution and 
preserve the longstanding 
principles of integrity and 
accountability. My decision to 
support impeachment is, and

Inslee proposes $300 million program to cut homelessness in half

Gov. Jay Inslee on Wednesday 
proposed spending more than 
$300 million over three years to 
build emergency shelters and ex- 
pand housing programs, with the 
goal of cutting unsheltered home- 
lessness in half statewide. 

The request to the Legislature 
comes more than four years 
after King County and Seattle 
announced a state of emergency on 
homelessness hoping for state and 
federal help. After dropping out of 
the presidential race, Inslee is seek- 
ing a third term as Washington’s 
governor, and some Republicans

appear poised to push homeless- 
ness as a major issue in the guber- 
natorial campaign. 

Inslee framed the state’s home- 
lessness crisis as an unfortunate 
byproduct of Washington’s eco- 
nomic boom. 

“It’s a frustration as a governor to 
be governor of a state with the most 
successful economy in the United 
States, and have a homelessness 
problem,” Inslee said at a news 
conference announcing his 


proposed 2020 supplemental bud- 
get. “It’s just a terrible irony.” 

Washington has the fifth-highest 
per capita rate of unsheltered 
homelessness, according to the 
state Department of Commerce. 
Inslee said Wednesday he hopes to 
achieve the 50% reduction over the 
next two years. 

Inslee’s homelessness spending 
plan includes $66 million in grants 
to local jurisdictions for building 
shelters. 

The governor also is proposing 
$30 million for construction of new 
“enhanced” shelters or conversion 
of basic mats-on-the-ground shel- 
ters into enhanced shelters (which 
often operate 24/7 and tend to 


offer residents more services and 
flexibility, like the option to stay 
with their romantic partners), and 
$26 million to expand the Housing 
and Essential Needs voucher pro- 
gram for people with incapacitating 
illnesses, potentially serving an 
additional 2,300 people. 

An added $15.4 million would go 
toward permanent supportive 
housing assistance for nearly 1,100 
people. But another $4 million goes 
to local communities to fund re- 
moval of “waste and contaminated 

erials associated with vacated 
homeless encampments.” 

The proposal slates $146 million 
in the current operating budget, 
spread over the next two years, 


with a plan to spend a total of 
$318 million over three years. 

The proposal leans heavily on 
emergency shelter, which came out 
of conversations Inslee had this 
summer with mayors of Seattle, 
Spokane, Bellingham and Bremer- 
ton, among others, according to 
Jim Baumgart, Inslee’s senior poli-
